ON STATE BALLOT FOR 

NOVEMBER GIVEN 


THE BUSY CALIFORNIA 1IEN. 


One California town—Petaluma— 
with less than 10,000 inhabitants ship¬ 
ped fo market last year more than 
125,000,000 eggs and 88,824 dozen poul¬ 
try, according to the report of the 
California Development Board. In ad¬ 
dition to actual shipments of eggs to 
market, over 1,681,166 dozen eggs are 
used for hatching and for home con¬ 
sumption. These added to the above 
bring the total production of the Peta¬ 
luma district up to about 145,750,920 
eggs. Three million baby chicks are 
estimated to have been shipped away. 

The daily food requirements for 
poultry in the Petaluma district for 
the year aggregate over 1 , 200,000 
pounds, of which wheat, corn, barley, 
bran and middlings form he largest 
part. 

The average chicken ranch near 
Petaluma consists of about five acres, 
upon which are placed 500 to 3000 
hens. There are, of course, quite a 
number of larger ranches which main¬ 
tain 5000 to 30,000 chickens. A per¬ 
son should have from $3000 to $5000 
to equip a chicken ranch and get ready 
for a profitable business. In case of 
renting, however, about $1500 is need¬ 
ed to start the prospective poultry- 
man. The average profit on each hen 
is about $ 1.00 per year. 

Hatching by incubators prevails 
generally. The largest Incubator fac¬ 
tory in the world is in Petaluma and 
turns out about 100,000 chicks per 
month, and runs to full capacity most 
of the year. 

A ranch which has recently been 
started in Inyo county with 400 acres 
and 12,000 laying hens selected from 
Petaluma and from Monroe, N. Y., is 
an enterprise that is bidding for pat¬ 
ronage, and with its 200,000 incubator 
capacity and favorable climatic con¬ 
ditions, will do a large part in supply¬ 
ing the demand, especially for eggs 
and baby chicks. There are many 
places throughout California where 
like enterprise could be undertaken 
with a fair promise of success and a 
good market near at hand. 

Notwithstanding the remarkable de¬ 
velopment of the poultry business at 
Petaluma and other places, the in¬ 
crease is not sufficient to meet the de¬ 
mands of the immediate market. The 
rapidly expanding population of the 
state requires the importation in sea¬ 
son of some 425 carloads of live and 
75 carloads of dressed poultry to San 
Francisco and Los Angeles, besides 
several million dozen eggs each 


The numerical position of six of the 
thirty-six proppsitions which will ap¬ 
pear on the ballot at the November 
state election has been decided by Sec¬ 
retary of State Jordan, the order be¬ 
ing as follows:

Jordan, within whose discretion lies 

the placing and numbering of the pro¬ 
positions on the ballot, says that those 
measures productive of most discus¬ 
sion and apparently the most impor¬ 
tant should be given a dominant posi¬ 
tion. In the ninety-six page pamph¬ 
let containing the titles and argu¬ 
ments on various proposed constitu¬ 
tional amendments, initiative and ref¬ 
erendum measures and bonding pro¬ 
positions, now in course of publication 
by State Printer Richardson for dis¬ 
tribution to voters of the state, the or¬ 
der followed is a chronological one. 

Eight initiative measures may be 
added to the thirty-six propositions 
already assured of position on the bal¬ 
lot, if sufficient signatures to the peti¬ 
tions are obtained before early August. 
They are: 

1— Anti-prizefight measure. 

2— Minimum wage. 

3— Sunday rest. 

4— Motor vehicle act. 

5— Los Angeles state building, $1,- 

000,000. 

6— White plague work, $1,000,000. 

7— New prohibition measure giving 
more time. 

8— Voting by mail. 


LIFE’S LENGTHENING SPAN. 


The average length of human life is 
constantly increasing. The more 
progressive and civilized a nation, the 
longer is the average life there, and 
a writer in the Techinal World says 
that if the average length continues to 
increase as it has during 100 years 
the time must come when centenarians 
will be the rule, not the exception. 

The average longevity in the United 
States at present is placed at 44 years. 
Records kept in the New England 
states show, that in 1789 the average 
life was 35 years, in 1855 it was 40 
years, in 1895 the average was 45 
years and in 1903 it was 47 years in 
those states. 

The increase of longevity in Europe 
is equally significant. In Switzer¬ 
land in the sixteenth century the aver¬ 
age life was only 21.2 years, but in the 
seventeenth century it had reached 
25.7 years. The eighteenth century 
showed an average of 33.6, and in the 
nineteenth century there was an in¬ 
crease to 39.7 years. The average life 
all over Europe was 18 years in the 
sixteenth century. Now it is 40 years, 
a gain of more than 100 per cent in 
three centuries. 

Civilized nations such as the United 
States, England, Germany, France and 
Sweden, have greatly lengthened the 
chain of life. In 1881 the average there 
was 23.7 and 200 years ago the aver¬ 
age was 19 years. China’s record is 
only fractionally different from that of 
India. 

The comparative figures are interest¬ 
ing, but they are not conclusive that 
centenarians will become common. 

Civilization is placing a higher value 
on human life. Sanitation, adequate 
housing and better working conditions 
are mute testimony of the march of 
the nations.

ASSOCIATION NEWS 

Issued upon authority of San Mat>o 
County Development Association: 

Before the State Railroad Commit 
sion one of the most strenuous battles 
ever tried before that august body, 
is being waged by the Southern Paci¬ 
fic Company for increased transporta¬ 
tion rates to and from any points. 

Whatever the outcome of this con¬ 
test may be the results will be far 
reaching and of great benefit to the 
Peninsula residents, all of whom live 
in what the coihmission terms as the 
bay district. 

The Southern Pacific Company in 
order to set forth its claims as to 
why it should be permitted to increase 
the existing fares must necessarily 
open up all of its records dealing with 
the bay district. 

San Mateo county, it is understood, 
will come in the bay district and the 
important question concerning this 
community now before the State Rail¬ 
road Commission is whether or not our 
county should be grouped together 
with the Alameda county zones and 
whether or not placed on an equal ba¬ 
sis. 

It can readily be observed that in 
the event that the Southern Pacific 
lines on either side of the bay are rat¬ 
ed as a unit, San Mateo county would 
reap a great advantage and would be 
in a position to get a equitable share 
of surburban residents. 

Therefore, the proceedings now be¬ 
ing held before the State Railroad 
Commission will have an important 
bearing on the suit for lower fares 
filed by the San Mateo County Devel¬ 
opment Association, whise case is set 
for hearing on July 20th (to-day). 

Any and all evidence which the 
Southern Pacific submits in its bay 
fight sheds light on valuations and 
data, which in the past have been a 
matter of mystery or at best one of 
Conjecture. 

Naturally the board of governors of 
the San Mateo County Development 
Association as well as the directors of 
the San Franciseo-San Mateo Right of 
Way Company are carefully observing 
the proceedings now in progress. 


FOREST NOTES. 


The New York state forest nurs¬ 
eries have a capacity of twenty-million 
young trees a year. 

Approximately 750 acres on the Ore¬ 
gon national forest were planted with 
young trees this spring. 

The state of Pennsylvania cele¬ 
brates two arbor days each year—one 
for spring planting and one for the 
fall—in April and October respectively 

On the Deerlodge national forest in 
Montana one lookout station has the 
record of reporting accurately, by dis¬ 
tances and direction, a fire that was 
sixty miles away. 

Nearly three million young trees are 
being set out this spring on the nation¬ 
al forests of northern Idaho and Mon¬ 
tana. On the St. Joe national forest 
in Idaho three thousand acres will be 
planted. 

Ranchers within and adjacent to the 
Sierra national forest, California, have 
formed a cooperative association for 
the prevention of forest fires. They 
need to use fire in clearing land for 
farming, and will do it on a communi¬ 
ty basis, with all members present to 
prevent the fires’ spread.

In 
this way $440,000 is netted for anti- 
tuberculisis work in various parts of 
the United States. 

The sale in 1913 is a gain of 
4,000,000 seals over 1912, or ten per 
cent. It is hoped that this year the 
50,000,000 mark will be reached. The 
seal design for 1914 has been selected 
and orders for the printing of 100 , 000 ,- 
000 seals have been placed. Plans for 
the organization of a larger sale this 
year than ever before have been per¬ 
fected. 

New York state lead the country 
last year with a sale of over 10,500,000 
seals or one for each man, woman 
and child in the state. Of this num¬ 
ber, more than 6,825,000 were sold 
outside of New York City. Ohio comes 
next with a sale of 2,800,000, Wiscon¬ 
sin third with 2,700,000, and Illinois, 
fourth with 2,500,000. Hawaii sold the 
most seals per capita, the total sale 
being somewhat over two for each in¬ 
habitant. Rhode Island came second 
with a sale of two per person. 

Beginning with a sale of 13,500,000 
in 1908, in six seasons the revenue 
which these little holiday seals have 
brought to the anti-tuberculosis cam¬ 
paign has more than tripled, an aggre¬ 
gate for the period of over $1,800,000 
or 180,000,000 seals.

TRIED FOR ONE OFFENSE 
AND CONVICTED OF 
ANOTHER 


When the wild and woolly west was 
passing from a condition answering 
this description to one of civilization, 
there were many failures in the sub¬ 
stitution of law for the more drastic 
measures of Judge Lynch. There is a 
town in New Mexico called Worthing¬ 
ton, the courthouse of which is now 
an imposing edifice. Many of the citi¬ 
zens of Worthington remember when 
there was no courthouse and no court 
to put in one. They can also tell you 
the story of the first attempt to dis¬ 
pense with Judge Lynch and estab¬ 
lish law and order. 

Shooting had been pretty well 
squelched under the Judge, whose de¬ 
crees were swift and sure, and some 
of the most prominent citizens thought 
the time had arrived when a regu¬ 
lar court might be established, not 
for the shooters and horse thieves es¬ 
pecially, but for the settlement of dis¬ 
puted points connected with property. 
So a committee worked out the prob¬ 
lem, organized a court, elected a judge 
and sent east for a couple of recent 
graduates from a law school—the one 
to be made prosecuting attorney, the 
other to represent those having cases. 

All the desperadoes in that region 
on hearing that Worthington was to 
dispose of its cases by a court of law 
flocked into town. Shootings became 
frequent, and the town, having dis¬ 
pensed with Judge Lynch and or¬ 
ganized a court, found itself paralyzed 
between the two. However, after much 
delay the first trial came off, and Jim 
Bunker, having shot down and killed 
Andy Wakefield in cold blood, was 
brought before the regularly constitu¬ 
ted judge. 

The first witness was a young girl 
who had seen the shooting. Counsel 
for the defense objected to her testi¬ 
mony on the ground that she was un¬ 
der age. The point being referred to 
the judge, he adjourned court till the 
next day in order to look up the mat¬ 
ter. 

That night there was another shoot¬ 
ing. 

The next morning court opened, and 
the judge admitted the girl’s testi¬ 
mony. But counsel for defense bad¬ 
gered her to admit that at the hour 
of the shooting she was in bed buried 
under the cover and could not see 
anything. A man who had been near¬ 
ly killed by one of the bullets fired by 
the prisoner at the man who was mur¬ 
dered was proved to be cross eyed, 
and it was impossible for him to tell 
which man shot the other. A woman 
who was carrying a bucket of water 
from the well, hearing the firing, had 
looked in the direction from which it 
came and in a few minutes more saw 
the prisoner walking away from his 
victim, who lay on the ground welter¬ 
ing in his blood. Counsel for de¬ 
fense proved that the ear is not cap¬ 
able of determining the direction of 
sound and that the woman had been 
drinking at the time of the shooting. 

The jury was much preplexed by 
all this testimony, which was proved 
to be worthless before a court of law. 
They knew the witnesses were telling 
the truth, while the attorney for the 
defense proved that they were lying. 
The prisoner, who had no fear of con¬ 
viction by a regular court, guffawed 
every time his counsel broke down the 
testimony of the witness for the prose¬ 
cution. 

‘Jim Bunker,” said the judge se¬ 
verely, “ef you do that ag’in I’ll ad¬ 
journ this court and try you before a 
committee.” 

The threat was quite enough to 
cause the prisoner to restrain him¬ 
self, and his merriment was not again 
heard in the coortroom. 

The prosecutor summoned up the 
case, after the testimony was all in, 
hut all of his witnesses having prov¬ 
ed useless he was obliged to direct the 
attention of the jury to the prisoner’s 
personal appearance as indicating 
that he would sooner commit murder 
than eat. This argument had no ef¬ 
fect on the jury, some of whom were 
not as good looking as Bunker. The 
prosecutor was followed by the de¬ 
fense, who made a thrilling speech 
picturing the feelings of Bunker’s 
mother on seeing the one she had 
nursed as a babe swing off. 

The judge was reminded by coun¬ 
sel for the defense that he must in¬ 
struct the jury to find in accordance 


with the evidence, and when the judge 
asked the only other lawyer present, 
the prosecutor, if this was correct, 
he felt obliged to admit that it was. 
So the judge waved his instructions 
in accordance with the evidence, and 
the jury retired to a backroom for 
consulation. It was not long before 
they returned with a verdict, which 
was announced by the foreman as fol¬ 
lows: 

“In accordance with your honor’s 
instructions we find that Jim Bunker 
hain’t been proved to have done the 
killin’ nohow. We therefore find him 
not guilty of the killin’ but ‘cause he 
larfed at the proceedin’s we find him 
guilty of contempt of court.” 

The judge looked nonpulsed at this 
decision and was about to apply to the 
two lawyers for their opinion when 
Cy Mudge spoke up: 

“Sich bein’ the verdic’, your honor, 
I suggest that we order that the law 
be follered with due respec’, the pris¬ 
oner be turned over to a committee to 
impose the penalty for contempt o’ 
court.” 

“That’s first rate law,” replied the 
judge. “Gentlemen o’ the late vigilance 
committee, the prisoner is yourn.” 

Within thirty minutes Bunker was 
swinging to a tree. 


OWE DEBT TO ROWLAND HILL 


English Statesman Was the First to 
Recognize Possibilities of the 
Postage Stamp 


The adhesive postage stamp had its 
origin in England 74 years ago as a di¬ 
rect outcome of the postal reforms in 
troduced by Sir Rowland Hill, whose 
master mind created not only the in¬ 
estimable boon of penny postage, but 
the means by which it was carried in 
to effect—the adhesive postage stamps, 
says the Strand. At the time of the 
passing of the uniform penny postage 
act in 1839 all postal charges were 
paid in cash (usually on delivery), in¬ 
volving an enormous amount of book¬ 
keeping on the part of the post office, 
which would have been increased a 
hundredfold when the reduced rates 
of postage came into force but for the 
suggestion of the great postal re¬ 
former for ‘a bit of paper, just large 
enough to bear the stamp, and coated 
at the back with a glutinous wash,” 
being subsequently embodied in the 
famous one-penny black postage label 
and its consort, the two-pence blue, 
which made their debut in May, 1840, 
and were the progenitors of all ad¬ 
hesive postage stamps. 

For three short years Great Brit¬ 
ain enjoyed a monopoly of this novel 
and handy method of collecting post¬ 
ages, until, in July, 1843, the enlight¬ 
ened empire of Brazil followed suit 
with a series of unprepossessing ad¬ 
hesive labels of native manufacture, 
adorned with large numerals show¬ 
ing the value in place of a design. In 
1847 the United States entered the 
field with two beautifully engraved 
portraits of Franklin and Washington, 
while the head of Ceres, the goddess 
of agriculture, found place on the first 
stamps of the French republic, en¬ 
graved by the elder Barre. These ap¬ 
peared on January 1, 1849.

DEMOCRATS LOSE 
STATESECRETARY 

Is Appointed Receiver of 
Public Moneys at S. F. 

The Democratic party in California 
is deprived of one of its candidates for 
gubernatorial honors and also the sec¬ 
retary of the State Central Committee 
as a result of President Wilson’s ac¬ 
tion in appointing Senator J. B. San¬ 
ford of the Ukiah Register to the 
land office of San Francisco, and Mrs. 
Grace B. Caukin Receiver of Moneys 
for that district. 

Sanford aspired to the Bourbon nom¬ 
ination for Governor. Mrs, Caukin 
was, and still is, as a matter of fact, 
secretary of the Democratic State Cen¬ 
tral Commitee. But, pursuant to the 
orders of Secretary McAdoo, that no 
federal office holder shall mix in poli¬ 
tics, Mrs. Caukin has announced that 
she would resign her position as sec¬ 
retary of the state committee and 
Sanford that he would formally with¬ 
draw from the race for the Bourbon 
nomination for Governor. 

Mrs. Caukin is the second woman to 
be chosen by the Wilson Administra¬ 
tion for an important Government 
office. Mrs. J. Baker of Denver re¬ 
cently was named to fill the Receiver¬ 
ship of Moneys of Colorado’s capital 
city. Mrs. Caukin succeeds John J. 
Deane. 

Democratic women throughout the 
State had cause to be jubilant over 
the news from Washington that Mrs. 
Caukin had been honored by the Presi¬ 
dent. 

Mrs. Caukin was elected to succeed 
J. J. Scott as secreary at the meet- j 
ing of the Democratic State Central 
Commitee in Oakland on June 14th, 
Scott having resigned when he was 
appointed Internal Revenue Col¬ 
lector. Mrs. Caukin organized the | 
first Woman’s Wilson League in Cali 
fornia. She helped launch the Wo¬ 
man’s State Democratic Club, of which 
she is secretary. During the Wilson 
campaign she was secretary of the 
Woman’s Committee of the State Cen¬ 
tral Committee.

Two hundred additional acres of the 
Abbott cotton plantation in Lower 
California went under water when the 
protective dike hastily thrown up 
gave way before the flood waters from 
the Volcano Lake crevasse.

All of the $3,000,000 State highway j 
bonds advertised for sale were dis- j 
posed of a few days ago at par and ! 
accrued interest at a sale held by 
State Treasurer E. D. Roberts. This 
brings the total sale of highway bonds 
up to $12,988,000. ! 

Loosened by leakage from a flume 
of the Excelsior Ditch Company, a 
rock estimated to weigh 1000 tons, j 
left its bed of unknown ages near 
Nevada City, Cal., and plunged down j 
the side of the bluff into Deer Creek, i 
The rock left a cavity thirty feet deep j 
and mowed a swath twenty-five feet i 
wide through trees and brush to the [ 
bed of the creek. Its remote location 
precluded any damage. The flume 
passing directly over the rock has 
been in service half a century. 

The first figs to be shipped into the i 
market this season were sent out from 
Oroville by W. H. McNamee, who has 
a fifteen-acre orchard near that city. 
The consignment was billed to Guggen¬ 
heim Brothers of San Francisco, and 
consisted of fifty tons. The fig crop 
in the Oroville district will be very 
large this year and many hundred 
tons will be shipped. At the present 
time the fruit dealers are bidding $75 
a ton for the fruit, but it is expected 
that the price will go much higher as 
the season advances. 

Victory for San Francisco in its 
three-year campaign for the location 
of the United States Navy’s big $2,- 
000,000 drydock at Hunter’s Point 
came at Washington when the House, 
by a vote of 137 to 93, concurred in 
the Senate amendment to the confer¬ 
ence report on the naval appropria¬ 
tion bill providing that the Union Iron 
Works construct for the use of the 
Navy a dock capable of handling the 
largest battleships that can pass 
through the Panama Canal, at a ren¬ 
tal of not less than $50,000 annually 
for six years. 

The famous Ormondala stock farm 
at Portola, which was the life work 
of William O’B. Macdonough, will soon 
pass out of existence. Since Macdon- 
ough’s death the blooded stock has 
been closed out and J. McDonnell, the 
superintendent, will go East in Sep¬ 
tember with one of the last strings 
of horses that will leave the place, i 
Some of the world’s finest horses were 
bred at the Ormondale farm. Many 
were sired by' Ormonde, the stallion 
that was bought from an English syn¬ 
dicate for jWSO.OOO. The farm will 


probably be subdivided for homesites. 

That the Sonoma County Poultry- 
men’s Federation is more determined 
than ever to fight the Chinese egg was 
shown in Petaluma when President 
C. A. Romwall stated that the federa¬ 
tion has a plan under way for holding 
a State poultry convention to assist 
in getting legislative action against 
that product. The members of the 
federation are the originators of a 
plan to get local ordinances adopted 
in the different cities of the State rel¬ 
ative to the Chinese egg. In this way, 
it is thought the situation can be 
greatly improved until legislative ac¬ 
tion can be taken. 

The residents of Hillsborough are 
endeavoring to have the Government 
establish a rural free delivery in that 
city. This would give the citizens the 
advantages of a postoffice without 
having to have one in its limits, for a 
postoffice, like a store or business 
house of any kind, is tabooed in the 
aristocratic suburb. Hillsborough’s 
mail is at present received at the San 
Mateo and Burlingame postoffices. Ac¬ 
cording to the postal authorities, this 
is the only case of this kind that has 
come to their notice and it may take 
a special act of Congress to gratify 
the wishes of the Hillsborough resi¬ 
dents. 

The newly elected officials of the 
Grand Parlor, Native Daughters of the 
Golden West, were installed in Oak¬ 
land with appropriate ritualistic cere¬ 
mony at Scottish Rite Hall, thus clos¬ 
ing the twenty-eighth annual conclave 
of the order. On motion of Dr. Mar¬ 
iana Bertola of San Francisco, the 
Grand Parlor passed a resolution for 
the establishment of a $5000 scholar¬ 
ship at Mills College. Within a few 
minutes afterward $550 of this amount 
was subscribed. The scholarship will 
be permanent. The money will be 
invested to bring sufficient returns an¬ 
nually to maintain one Native Daugh¬ 
ter at the institution, A committee 
was named to evolve a plan for award¬ 
ing the annual scholarship. Accord¬ 
ing to the members, the Oakland con¬ 
vention has been one of the best at¬ 
tended and most successful in the his¬ 
tory of the organization. 

More appeals for the abolishment of 
compulsory medical examination and 
the teaching of sex hygiene in the 
public schools of San Francisco have 
been made by the Parents’ Rights 
League of America to Mayor Rolph 
and to Superintendent of Schools Ron- 
covieri. Letters sent to these officials 
urge action during thfe summer vaca¬ 
tion, in order that the start of the fall 
term will see these two illustrations 
eradicated. The Mayor is asked to 
use his influence to establish free med¬ 
ical centers for those who wish exam¬ 
ination or treatment, but to “do away 
with the tyrannical system now in 
vogue, and allow parents some voice 
as to when, where and by whom 
their little ones are to be examined 
for real or imaginary bodily ills.” The 
league asks Superintendent Roncovieri 
to forbid absolutely the teaching of 
sex hygiene in any of the city’s public 
schools. 


ATTEMPT MADE TO 
FIRE DURST RANCH 

i wo masked men crept into a large 
hay barn on the Durst hop ranch, set 
fire to the structure and escaped after 
striking down Detective J. A. Ryan, 
who had discovered the men about to 
fire several hop kilns. Ryan fired 
three shots at the two incendiaries as 
they fled and then fell unconscious. 
Several other watchmen on the ranch 
also shot at the men. 

This atempt followed alleged threats 
on the part of the I. W. W. members 
to destroy the ranch, according to 
Ralph Durst, one of the owners. Durst 
said he had positive proof that 
a determined effort is to be made to 
destroy his property. 

The Durst ranch was the scene of 
the bloody riots last August, at which 
four persons were killed and several 
wounded. The fire and exchange of 
shots brought the entire population of 
Wheatland out. The guard on the 
Durst ranch was redoubled and citi¬ 
zens of the town are watching for 
prowlers. 

An investigation showed that a hop 
kiln and large dry shed adjoining had 
been saturated with kerosene. Threats 
have been made to Durst that he will 
never be allowed to harvest his crop 
this year. 


The Coroner’s jury holding an in¬ 
quest into the deaths of B. M. Cram 
and Charles Belden, the two victims 
of the train crash on the Santa Fe 
Railroad Friday night at Bagdad, re¬ 
turned a verdict of negligence on the 
part of the crew of the freight train 
and on the part of the railroad com¬ 
pany itself.
